Terror in Schools 


I the schools, too, where my 
husband and I were teaching, the 
Communist terror’ was rearing tls 
ugly head.

Today, the former Russi an school teacher who, 
jumped to freedom from the window of the Russian 
’ Consulate in New York continues her account of 
the persecution of her husband under the Soviet 


dictatorship. 


She relates the story of how Com- 


munism came to the schools, how: the teachers 
were terrorised, how they. were mobilised into 
shock ‘brigades to conduct propaganda favouring 
. collectivisation of the farma, and-how the ,vaga- 


bond children overran the country. 


Her story was 


told from her hospital bed in New York to Isaac 
Don Levine, who prepared it for publication. 


such as hig, “A Confession,” - were 
taken ‘out of circulation.

We teachers were taught that, ac- 
cording to Lenin, there is no such 
thing as Independent education, 
that the school ‘system had before 
been a tool of capitallsm and was 
now to be converted Into a tool of 
Communism, 


Check on Teachers 


GOMMUNST Party 
would unexpectedly appear in 
the classrooms to check the teacher's 
ndherence to the propaganda Hone. 
There .was the case of Popova, our 
fourth grade history teacher, who, 
in the presence of such an Inspec- 
tor, failed to explain Napoleon's 
invaston of Russia according to the 
new Leninist interpretation. The 
Inspector flew out of the room and 
exploded to the director:

In the Lugunsk In- 
stitute, a teachers’ college in Czarlst 
doys, where we took special courses 
for four years, These courses, with 
the exception of our attendance for 


‘ two months in the summor and for 


portodic oral examination, .were con- 
ducted by correspondence. Althouh 
my husband was an Instructor in 
physics and mnothematies and I in 
natural sclence,' our politicat re- 
education In harmony with Stalin's 
policies was compulsory.

In the teaching of botany, for 
instance, I-had to experiment with 
food plants and flowers, | with 
medlelnal ~ herbs ‘and agricultural 
pests, so os to enable the students 
to carry the uscful knowledge out- 
side tho school, to help their parents 
and the community. In theory, this 
might be useful in a highly deve- 
loped civHisation.. In practice, under 
the primitive Russian way of life, it 
was a spree for tthe children and an 
ordeal ‘for the teachers. : 


By the timo my husband graduated 
from the Lugnnsk Institute In 1931— 
I got my diploma one year Inter—tho 
“complex” ‘method had been: con- 
signed lo the serap heap by Stalin's 
orders, Discipline was restored in 
the schoolroom. Instead of serving 
all the subjocts in one educational 
plow, we returned to, tha time- 
honoured system of teaching basic 
subjects separately.
